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Buying badges online 


Andover police patches, Gillette security badges being sold 


By Andrea Gregory 

With the click of a mouse and 
the right bid last week, any Inter- 
net user could have bought a 
Gillette Co. security badge like 
the ones used at Gillette's 
Andover location. 

Thanks to an Internet site 
called policebadge.com, it is 
possible for people to bid on 
everything from FBI badges to 
the badge of Lexington’s police 
chief. 

Such news does not surprise 
Andover Police Lt. James 
Hashem. Although Andover 
badges were not being sold 
online — and Andover police say 
they have never seen Andover 
badges available online - 
Hashem has seen other Andover 
police paraphernalia and other 
departments’ badges being sold. 

Hashem said regardless of 
whether the badges are real, 
many people would not know 
how to spot a fake FBI or other 
departmental badge if it were 
flashed before them. 

“Tt is an issue. It hasn’t been 
one here in Andover, but it is an 
issue,” he said. 

While Hashem did not know 
of any instances where Andover 
police badges went up for sale, 
he said the patches Andover 
police wear on their uniform are 
no stranger to Internet auctions. 

According to Hashem, four 
years ago the Andover Police 
Department replaced its patches. 
He said shortly after the new 
patches came in, the department 
learned someone was trying to 
make a profit by selling them 
online. 

“They had them on eBay. 
They had them almost as fast as 
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we did,” said Hashem. “They are 
the brand new ones. They are the 
identical ones.” 

He said the department tried 
to track how the patches were 
getting online, but it was not suc- 
cessful in its attempts. He said he 
recently saw the patches were 
still on eBay. Starting bid — $2. 

“You can purchase almost 
anything on the Internet. You 
could probably buy an entire 
uniform on the Web,” he said. 
“It's a crime, obviously, to 
impersonate a police officer.”

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Tonight: Residents can grill officials on budget

Town leaders hope for education 
and a strengthening of the democratic 
process from the town budget forum 
tonight, Thursday, Jan 22 at 6:30 p.m. 
The forum, planned by school parents, 
will be at West Middle School Audito- 
rium and is open to all residents. 

The Andover school budget is 
almost $1 million short of funding cur- 
rent programs and positions for Sep- 
tember. The deficit does not include the 
expected cost of 19 new teachers to ful- 
fill the superintendent's plan to 


increase class time at Andover High 
School as required by the state. The 
deficit also doesn’t include a potential 
teacher wage increase that could come 
out of teacher-contract negotiations. 
Moderator Madhu Sridhar, League 
of Women Voters of Massachusetts 
president, said many Massachusetts 
towns are experiencing budget gaps 
similar to Andover’s. “It’s a very time- 
ly and important forum,” said Sridhar. 
Sridhar called citizens the “guardians 
of democracy” and said it was neces- 
sary for residents to take part in the 


process. Sridhar also has a son who is 
a sophomore at AHS. 

Selectman panelist Ray Hender said 
it would be a chance for leaders to hear 
from residents and a chance for resi- 
dents to learn about the budget process. 
“] think it will be a learning experience 
for people who don’t spend as much 
time with the budget,” he said. Hender 
said it would be educational for him as 
well to hear from residents. “You need 
to know what people are thinking of,” 
he said. 

Selectmen Chairman John Hess is 


another panelist. He is also looking for 
feedback and hoping people will leave 
understanding the budget model. 
Water, sewers and highway expenses 
are not interchangeable with the school 
budget, something people do not 
always understand. “People see paving 
going on — that money is earmarked by 
the state for the roads,” said Hess. 
Knowing how the system works will 
make residents better able to partici- 
pate, said Hess. “There are some things 
we can change,” he said. 

Finance Committee member Debbie 


Silberstein believes the forum is being 
held a little early because the town bud- 
get hasn't been announced yet. But she 
said becoming knowledgeable about 
the system is important. 

Silberstein said residents need to 
know their importance in the budget 
process. 

“Each player is an integral part of 
this process. It’s not just the selectmen 
or the Finance Committee. Town Meet- 
ing is the legislative body. (Town Meet- 
ing voters) are the legislative body of 
the community.”

Demolition delay doubled

The year 2003 will be 
remembered for two new 
bylaws that make it harder to 
demolish old buildings in town, 
thanks to the Preservation Com- 
mission.

New contract in 2004 |

The Cable Advisory Committee made sure the new schools 
were fully hooked up for cable this year, said member Jerry Sil- 
verman. The committee negotiates the free coverage of town 
meetings and for the cable services at the schools. Getting High 
Plain Elementary and Wood Hill Middle schools hooked up was 
still an issue in 2003. “That was probably the major thing we 
were concerned with.” said Silverman. 

A cable bill increase going into effect at the beginning of 2004 
is not negotiated by the advisory committee, said Silverman. Sil- 
verman said 2004 would be spent developing the next contract | 
with Comeast, which will go into effect in 2005. 

The committee negotiates with Andover’s cable provider to get 
services for the town. The five-member board meets monthly in 
open meetings that residents are welcome to attend, said Annetta 
Freedman, a member since 1982. A Comcast representative also 
attends. “We hear complaints and we try to do everything we can, 
but everything is government controlled,” said Freedman. 

The people who actually run the cameras and media equipment 
at public meetings are trained and paid by Comcast out of funds 
paid to Andover. Freedman said the quality of meeting coverage 
is unusual for town cable. “I think in comparison to towns around 
here, we have a superior system.” she said.

Andover BOH has required builders and res- 
idents to hand in thermostats, thermometers 
and other mercury-containing devices before 
demolishing a building. 

The concern with throwing mercury-con- 
taining devices into the trash is the potential 
for the mercury to go through an incinerator 
and be dispersed in the environment. 

Building and demolition permits are 
reviewed by the BOH. Proper disposal of 
mercury-containing devices is now contin- 
gent on having the permits approved. Pen- 
ney pointed to the Ramada Rolling Green 
Hotel, which is being demolished to make 
way for a affordable housing complex. 
“There are 200 rooms - each with a ther- 
mometer. They'll have to tum those in,” said 
Penney. 

There is a $100 fine for the improper dis- 
posal of a mercury-containing device.

Andover pastor on church task force

gays in the church. Former 
Christ Church priest Lionel 
McGhee was openly gay while 
he led the parish, and last year 
the New Hampshire Diocese 
made news when it consecrated 
openly gay bishop Gene Robin- 
son. 

Gill said the matter of 
accepting homosexuals into the 
clergy was a divisive issue for 
the Episcopal Church, the 
American branch of the Angli- 
can Communion. Gill said he 
supported Robinson’s conse- 
cration and believed other 
Massachusetts Episcopal clergy 
did too. “I saw an awful lot of 
Massachusetts clergy there.” he 
said.

Hashem said selling the 
Andover patches on eBay or 
other auction sites is not illegal. 
Neither is selling Gillette Co. 
security badges, because 
Gillette in a private company. |

But merely possessing a 
police badge, or something that 
looks like a real badge, is ille- 
gal. 

Under Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Law Chapter 268 Section 
35 “possession a badge or thing 
in the likeness of an official 
badge of a police officer, mem- 
ber of a fire department, or 
other officer appointed by a 
town in the Commonwealth, or 
by any department of such 
town, shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than $50.” 

The Attorney General's 
office was asked to comment 
on the precautions in place to 
ensure badges do not end up in 
the wrong hands, but did not 
respond by Zownsman press 
time. 

Although a badge is defi- 
nitely a symbol of the police 
force, Hashem said, it is not the 
only identification each officer 
carries. “The officer would 
have his photo ID available,” | 
said Hashem. “If there is any 
question (in residents’ minds) 
about anyone’s ID, they should | 
call the police.”

The School Committee has 
asked Superintendent Claudia 
Bach to justify spending $96,000 
for laptop computer batteries. 

Bach supports spending the 
amount in the School Depart- 
ment’s Capital Improvement 
Plan. Committee members 
agreed to bring the matter back 
for a decision at their Tuesday, 
March 9 meeting. 

Bach said there was a misun- 
derstanding about the laptop pro- 
gram. She explained that there 
are three components to the pro- 
gram in the Andover schools: the 
laptop program at South and 
West elementary schools, which 
has students buy their own lap- 
tops and batteries; the mobile 


laptop carts; and laptops for 


teachers. Batteries are provided 
for mobile labs and teacher lap- 
tops only, said Bach.

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Anderson: Jobs could end in June

Andover High School Principal Peter Anderson has decided to 
add 4.5 positions — not the seven previously discussed — to create 
classes that will help the school add more hours of class time for 


students. 


The application process for the jobs ended on Monday and 
teachers could start in February. However, Anderson is warning 
applicants their positions could be eliminated after June. 

The Massachusetts Department of Education mandates that 
schools offer students 990 hours in the classroom. This semester, 
which will end this month, the average Andover High student 
received only 868 hours. As a result, the state insisted Andover cre- 


ate a plan to deal with the problem. 


The plan Superintendent Claudia Bach sent to the DOE as a 
result said Andover would add seven teachers at AHS for the sec- 
ond half of the school year, at an estimated cost of $150,875. 
Adding seven teachers was meant to allow Andover to offer stu- 
dents 931 hours of class time. Then, her plan called for Andover to 
have a total of 16 more teachers next year, to give AHS students the 


required 990 hours. 


The School Committee planned to meet with DOE officials this

‘Open campus’ or new exam schedule?

NDOVER HIGH SCHOOL will imple- 
ment an alternative exam schedule 
for the final days of first semester, 
next Wednesday, Jan. 28 through Friday, 
Jan. 30. While most students refer to the 
arrangement as “open campus,” the plan is 
for students to have two long periods for 
exams and one other class per day. 

Students who do not have an exam or 
class scheduled for one of these blocks will 
be allowed to leave campus. 

Parents of Andover High students will 
receive a letter regarding the schedule by the 
end of this week. 

AHS administrators believe the new 
schedule will raise the stature of semester 
exams, give more consistency to the test 
days and create an atmosphere conducive to 
testing. This arrangement will also help 
educators manage end-of-each-semester 
work, such as recollecting and distributing 
more than 2,000 textbooks. Principal Peter 
Anderson called the faculty's reaction to the 
schedule “very positive.” and he has not 
encountered any opposition to this plan, 
which has been under consideration for sev- 
eral years. This year’s schedule is as “open” 
as the Andover High campus intends to 
become, he said. 

AHS teacher George Sullivan supports 
the idea, saying, “As a teacher, it’s not about 
trying to get out of anything. It’s a waste of 


time (to keep students in school) when stu- 
dents could be studying. 

“In reality, (teachers have to) show a 
movie to keep classes busy.” he said. “This 
teaches some independence.” 

“It works well for seniors and juniors 
with cars — but it doesn’t provide an advan- 
tage for everyone else.” said senior Adri- 
enne Hinds. “I only get one block off 
(because of my schedule). 

The students stranded at school are less 
excited, although many report planning to 
use a car pool or “mooch” a ride when they 
have a study hall scheduled. 

Although the day will be over by 1:30 
p-m., bus schedules will remain the same. 
Students who are unable to leave the cam- 
pus will remain in supervised study areas 
until their buses arrive. 

“T think it'll be better next year when | 
can drive.” said sophomore Ashley Ahern, 
“but now I just have to wait around.” 

Overall, most students are enthusiastic 
about the alternative schedule. Lauren 
Vieira, a senior, said, “I think it’s a good 
thing because it tests the students’ responsi- 
bility — I hope it works.” 

Students with academically lighter 
course loads will be able to leave school for 
longer amounts of time. Every student — and 
most teachers — appreciate that there won't 
be busywork given to students after exams 
are over. Jack Barrett, a senior, said, “I’m 
happy because I don’t have any classes after 


Thursday.” 

A similar schedule was instituted in the 
late 90s, according to AHS teacher and for- 
mer principal Tim Thomas. “In the past, it 
was nice to have the kids focus on exams 
rather than worry about their classes,” he 
said, “although it may take a little getting 
used to.” 

Anderson hopes discipline problems that 
could arise from this situation will be 
curbed by strict regulations: students are not 
allowed in the hallways during exams, and 
students who are late for their scheduled test 
will be have to retake the exam during an 
allotted time on Friday. 

Anderson is optimistic about the sched- 
ule, observing, “My sense of kids in this 
school is that when they are allotted more 
responsibility, they've responded to that 
responsibility.” 

Some kids remain somewhat apathetic. 
“T don’t think it’s that great. You still have to 
go to classes. I like that I get to sleep in and 
leave early — but it’s overrated,” commented 
junior Jimmy Grieve. 

Several students criticize the arrange- 
ment because teachers are using this oppor- 
tunity to give a test when there wouldn't 
have been one before. Matt Teperow, a 
junior, said this schedule, “doesn’t do much 
to help you study because it’s all at the end 
of the week, not the beginning.”

BooK REVIEW 


Artemis Fowl: 
The Eternity Code

This week, 14-year-old Andover resi- 
dents John and James review a book for 
young readers who enjoy fantasy novels. 

HE POPULAR ARTEMIS FOWL series has 

taken off during the past few years, 

but the third book fails to capture the 
zip of the previous two. 

The Eternity Code’s predecessors, 
Artemis Fowl, and, more recently, The Arc- 
tic Incident, are both well written and 
intriguing. They tell the story of Artemis, a 
boy genius born into a criminal dynasty. 
His family is among the richest in all of Ire- 
land, and its motto states “Gold is Power.” 
Through a course of events, Artemis dis- 
covers the existence of fairies. The first two 
books describe Artemis’s dealings with the 
fairy world in some very creative and inter- 
esting ways. As for The Eternity Code, 
that’s another story. 

The Eternity Code is author Eoin

Colfer’s desperate attempt to 
make the original two-book 
set into a trilogy. It is not well 
thought out, and introduces 
several characters out of the 
blue. Within the first 100 
pages, the author does little 
more than describe how 
Artemis’ bodyguard was 
killed and then was raised 
from the dead by fairy magic. 

As you can see, this can be 
adequately described in one 
sentence. After the initial fight 
scene in which the bodyguard is killed, the 
reader sees no real further action until page 
133, when someone breaks into Fowl 
Manor. The unbearably slow pace of the 
beginning leads into the rushed body of the 
book and, finally, to a drawn-out ending. 
The body of the story consists of a con- 
trived break in at a company that had stolen 
fairy technology, the “C Cube.” Then it 
describes how the people break into a vault 
to get the “C Cube.” By this point the read- 
er is left wondering, “Why do we care 
about this thing and any of these people?” 
The conclusion reveals the proud owner of

the “C Cube,” imprisoned for 
yet another break in. It starts 
to seem like the book is 
repeating itself over and over. 
Most readers should stop 
reading at this point. We don’t 
really know what happens 
after this, because we were 
distracted by the relative 
excitement of growing grass 
outside. 

The Eternity Code seems 
to drag on and on for an eter- 
nity. Readers should not be 
seduced by the shiny cover on this dull 
book, because they'll be sorry. The best 
part about The Eternity Code is the title. It 
would have been even better if the writer 
had used those two words once in the story, 
or if anyone knew what the code was. 

We give The Eternity Code a rating of 
four out of 10. Readers who enjoyed the 
first two Artemis Fowl books should stick 
to them and not waste their time with this 
one. Sometimes an author has to know 
when to call it quits with a story. Colfer 
needs to learn when to just say, “And they 
lived happily ever after. The end.”

[ THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE HAD ITS WAY, taxpayers 
would not know that it has already promised more 
than $390,000 to Superintendent Claudia Bach 
through 2007. They would not know the committee 
chairwoman, way back on July 29, signed a “memo- 
randum of understanding” saying the committee 
“will extend Dr. Bach’s current contract through June 
30, 2007.” The memorandum came to light only 
because the Townsman happened to ask for a copy of 
Bach’s current contract. The agreement was stapled 
to the copy of Bach’s contract supplied by the human 
resources department. 

The glaring problem with the School Committee’s 
decision to agree to extend Bach’s contract in a secret 
session has nothing to do with its selection of a 
superintendent. Although some parents would have 
liked to comment on the work of the superintendent 
before a decision had been made, in the end, the 
School Committee is elected to choose the system’s 
leader. 

The problem is that once a decision was made — 
and an “understanding” signed — the committee 
never bothered to inform the public. Not at the end of 
July, not when school began, not during the final five 
months of 2003. Not even when parent leaders such 
as Andover High School PAC co-president Ellen Tra- 
vers asked members directly what was happening 
with Bach’s contract. 

Committee members now are noting negotiations 
on a final contract are still continuing. Such negotia- 
tions will iron out the nitty-gritty details. The impor- 
tant issues, the issues parents care about, have 
already been decided. Committee members interest- 
ed in open communication with those who elect them 
should have shared news of an agreement of this 
magnitude. They should have done so not because 
they are required to by law, but because they recog- 
nize that the people who pay the salaries and volun- 
teer so much of their time to improve the schools 
deserve to know who will lead these schools.

Stage of the dissection, were the 
class only 45 minutes long, on 
occasion less than 10 minutes 
could remain for the actual activ 
ity. This could result in the loss

During the second half of the

If 
many students find themselves at 
summer's end having forgotten 
much of what they knew at the 
end of June, what can they be 
expected to retain over the 
course of a full calendar year 
without any professionally guid- 
ed study? 

The Jan. 8 Townsman fea

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scheduling. I might not be entire- 
ly decided on whether the modus 


operandi is for better or for 
worse, but I do disagree with for- 
mer science teacher Robert 


King’s statement that it is impos- 
sible to occupy students for an 
hour and a half at a time. Per- 
haps with straight lectures and 
note-taking this is true. However, 
I have already been privileged 
enough to have had numerous 
teachers who have educated 
through interactive activities, 
debates and even games 

During my third and final 
year of middle school, I had my 
first encounter with block sched- 
uling. On three days of the week, 
the four academic classes 
math, language arts, science and 
each met for 45 
minutes, with the rest of the day 
filled by classes such as art and 
music.

The memo outlining plans to 
put peaceful protesters under 
surveillance is only the most 
recent sign that the Bush admin- 
istration has little respect for 
civil liberties, and it is using the 
threat of terrorism as an excuse 
to trample on the rights of indi- 
viduals. For example: 

¢ By many accounts, more 
than 5,000 citizens of foreign 
nations have been detained in 
nominally terror-related investi-

¢ The FBI recently 
announced that it had used the 
Patriot Act’s provisions allow- 
ing warrantless searches of 
financial records to investigate 
public corruption in Las Vegas.

¢ Unannounced searches, 
secret court orders for surveil- 
lance and seizures, and waves of 
arrests and deportations have 
became commonplace — all in 
the name of national security. 
No one knows how many people 
have been affected, or even how 
successful these activities have 
been, because the Department of 
Justice has hidden behind the 
shield of government secrecy 
and suppressed most informa- 
tion about its activities. 

Now the administration 
wants even more expansive, less 
accountable and more unreason- 
able powers. President Bush is 
asking Congress to authorize the 
FBI use of “administrative sub- 
poenas,” which give agents the 
power to demand information 
without court orders, expand the 
use of the death penalty for ter- 
ror-related crimes and acts of 
sabotage, and make it easier to 
hold suspected terrorists indefi- 
nitely before trial. 

If he had his way, I am confi- 
dent Attorney General John 
Ashcroft would go much fur- 
ther. A leaked copy of the Jus- 
tice Department's legislative 
wish list, dubbed ‘Patriot Act 
II” or the “Victory Act,” 
includes greater limits on judi- 
cial oversight in terrorism cases, 
an expansion of the already 
overly broad definition of terror- 
ism, and increased secrecy 


across the board. Some of its 
specific provisions would: 
¢ repeal local court orders 


that stop the police from spying 
on religious and political orga- 
nizations; 

* lift requirements that the 
government disclose the identi- 
ties of persons held during terror 
investigations — no matter how 
long the “investigative phase” 
lasts; 

* catalogue genetic informa- 
tion of innocent Americans 
without their consent; and 

¢ allow lawful immigrants to 
be stripped of their rights and 
deported without a hearing or 
the option to appeal these deci- 
sions to a federal court. 

These proposals are outra- 
geous. We need to strengthen 
our homeland defenses and give 
law enforcement and intelli- 
gence agencies the tools they 
need to fight terrorists, but that 
does not mean we should sur- 
render our civil liberties. 

The war on terror has already 
lost focus and threatens to spin 
out of control in ways that do 
serious harm to ordinary Ameri- 
cans. We cannot permit the 
Bush administration to avoid 
accountability for the ways it 
has curtailed basic freedoms 
without any demonstrated 
impact on terrorism.

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Program is a 
breath of fresh air

INCE 1877, the Fresh Air Fund, a non-profit organiza- 
tion, has provided free summer vacations to more than 
1.7 million children from low-income neighborhoods 
in New York City. Nearly 10,000 New York City children 
have enjoyed the agency yearly. 

There are many different programs that make up the 
Fresh Air Fund, the most popular being the Friendly Town 
Program. Through the fund’s Friendly Town Program, New 
York City children visit volunteer host families each sum- 
mer in suburban communities. Fresh Air children stay for 
one week or more in more than 300 communities from 13 
states and Canada — including Andover. 

Two Andover families who have participated in the 
Friendly Town Program in the past are planning to partici- 
pate this summer as well. 

Thomas and Mary Carroll hosted a 9-year-old girl last 
summer for one week. “I have been part of this program for 
two years now. I just think it’s a wonderful fund that allows 
underprivileged New York City children to have experiences 
that they never could have in New York,” said Mary Carroll. 

* “We took her to the beach, we took her out to dinner and 
we even took her to a farm to see animals. It was the first 
time she did any of these events and she was always so 
excited and so happy. We even took her to her first baseball 
game, even though she lives right next to Yankee Stadium in 
New York,” said Carroll. 

When asked why she and her family partake in the pro- 
gram, Carroll responded, “I think this program helps these 
kids to realize that there are opportunities outside the city. It 
opens their eyes to new things that they never thought were 
possible. I also think that this program has helped my four 
kids to understand the concept of how some children and 
families don’t have the same things, or don’t live the same 
way as we do. It’s just a real eye-opener for us and for the 
child,” explained Carroll.

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Enzo moving to Olde Andover Village

Enzo Fossella first opened the door to his 
shop at 2 Elm Square 21 years ago. Inside 
Enzo of Andover — a high end men’s cloth- 
ing and tailoring store — that very moment in 
captured in a photograph, framed and resting 
near the cash register. 

For now, the store still houses dozens of 
suits hanging against one wall. Another wall 
has button-down shirts and books of fabric 
samples on shelves. There is a glass case 
with brightly colored ties toward the center 
of the room.

“People say that I’m the cornerstone of 
the Musgrove Building,” Fossella said. 

But he said his business is not built on 
location, and his loyal customers are sup- 
portive.

The challenge: Using the clas- 
sifieds, spend less than $1,000 to 
find everything needed to furnish 
a stylish basement. 

The list created: From the Jan. 
15 Townsman, we chose a black 
leather sofa for $275, a casino 
slot machine for $299, a faux 
fireplace with mantle and screen 
for $125, 100 old records for 
$65, a wall mirror for $200, a 
bass guitar for $30 and a free 
piano.

The old stereotype that tools 
fit better in male hands is an out- 


women ready to grab an electric 
drill or get a handle on a 
wrench, letting them all know 
the female gender can “fix it,” 
too. 

She says companies such as 
Tomboy Tools have created 
hardware tools for women. They 
are a little smaller, lighter and more manageable 
in a woman’s hand. 

“The goal of the program is to have women 
stop being afraid.

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Gypsum board: 


‘Sound’ idea for family: media rooms 


(MS) - After a tough day on the job or at 
school, what better way to relax than to 
retreat to the latest rage in residential ameni- 
ties — the “media room” - to take in a first- 
run movie or a favorite TV show. 

Featuring state-of-the-art projection and 
sound systems, the media room seems to be 
replacing the recreation room as the gather- 


ing place of choice in a growing number of 
American homes. In fact, 19 percent of 


adults age 18 or older said they might install 
a home theater system in the near future, 
according to one recent survey. 

Typically, media rooms are multi-use 
rooms, set up much like a family or recre- 
ation room, with seating areas and a large- 
screen TV. In seeking to capture a true the- 
ater experience, homeowners are digging 
deep into their wallets to outfit their media 
rooms with the latest pre-wired surround- 
sound systems, which typically include at 
least three front and two rear speakers. 

But as sound systems become more pow- 
erful and penetrating. homeowners are 
faced with a new challenge - keeping the 
sound from migrating to adjacent living 
areas. 

“It's no small feat,” suggests Michael 
Gardner, a spokesperson for the Gypsum 
Association, which represents manufactur- 
ers of gypsum wallboard in the United 
States and Canada. “From a cost perspec- 
tive, thoroughly soundproofing a media 
room is beyond the reach of most home- 
owners. And it’s difficult to achieve struc- 
turally.” 

A more realistic goal is to at least deaden 
the sound using low-cost. conventional 
building methods and materials 

Perhaps the most cost-effective way to 
control sound emanating from a media 
room, according to Gardner, is to install a 
second layer of gypsum board over the 
room's existing walls. Gypsum board has 
excellent sound-control qualities, is less 
expensive than other sound-insulating mate- 
rials. and is readily available at home cen- 
ters and Jumber yards 

When deadening sound with gypsum 
board, add a second layer of gypsum board 
that is thicker or thinner (preferably thicker) 
than the existing wallboard, but not the 
same thickness. * “Gy psum board is a mem- 
brane that vibrates when struck by sound 
waves,” Gardner explains, “and different 
thicknesses vibrate at different frequencies. 
Since the vibration helps dissipate sound 
energy, using different board thicknesses 
increases the amount of sound energy dissi- 
pated. More importantly, as more sound is 
dissipated, less sound passes through the 
wall system into adjacent areas.” 

For example. adding a layer of 58-inch 
gypsum board over an existing 12-inch 
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gypsum-board wall can significantly 
increase sound dissipation and reduce sound 
flow to adjacent areas. 

Yet, when planning a media room, it is 
important to recognize that effective sound 
control is a two-way street. While home- 
owners want to contain sound within the 
media room, they also want to insulate the 
media room from exterior noise that can 
compromise the fidelity of a surround- 


sound system. 

To keep unwanted sound out of the 
media room, the Gypsum Association sug- 
gests sealing gaps around electrical outlets, 
plumbing fixtures, and doors and windows 
with flexible caulk. “Sound waves will find 
their way through penetration points in a 
room,” Gardner stresses, “so sealing 
perimeter gaps is essential to creating an 
acoustically pleasant environment.”

National association offers homeowners tips to avoid home-remodeling fraud 


The National Association of 
the Remodeling Industry shares 
a short list of questions home- 
owners might want to have 
answered before starting a 
remodeling project. 

One would think that launch- 
ing an entire remodeling project 
would spark a truckload of ques- 
tions from wary homeowners 
who have heard the horror sto- 


ries surrounding the world of 


remodeling. Surprisingly, 
though, contractor members of 
the National Association of the 
Remodeling Industry admit they 
aren't asked enough questions. 

“Timing and money are the 
most common questions we 
hear,” says NARI President 
Mark Brick. “During an inter- 
view with a homeowner, home- 
owners should be asking about 
credentials and verifying busi- 
ness practices, rather than 
‘When can you start?” ‘When 
will it be finished?’ and ‘How 
much will it cost?’ ”

While these questions are 
important, they shouldn't be the 
primary focus for choosing a 
professional remodeler, says 
Brick. If homeowners wish to 
have a successful remodeling 
project, they should learn the 
right questions to ask and how 
to ask them. 

“A reasonable timetable is 
important,” says Brick, “but it 
shouldn't be the primary focus 
of an interview or a job, and nei- 
ther should budget. Homeown- 
ers should focus on trust and 
quality. If you find someone 
who is reputable and trustwor- 
thy, the budget and timeline will 
fall into place.” 

Homeowners should start by 
asking questions about a compa- 
ny’s business practices and 


experience in a similar type of 


project. When hiring a particular 
contractor, one can discuss 
when he or she can start, what 


time he or she can knock on the 
door each morning and when 
the job will be finished. These 
are all items that can be dis- 
cussed at a pre-remodeling 
meeting. 

Here are some of the ques- 
tions NARI recommends asking 
before signing a remodeling 
contract: 

* How long have you been 
in business?

Cerullo also liked the idea of 
having the slot machine as the 
“fun part of the room.” Howev- 
er, she had some different ideas 
about furniture placement. 

“The key thing is you don’t 
want everything flat against the 
wall,” she said. “You always 
want to float the furniture a little 
bit.” 

Cerullo said the focal point of 
her basement would be the fire- 
place, with the wall mirror 
placed above it, to open up the 
room. She would “float” the 
couch, having it face the fire- 
place in the center of the room. 
To one side of the room would 
be the piano, with the guitar 
resting close by, in front of a 
backdrop of records on the wall.
